BERLIN UP)—Russia re- 


fused in effect today to give 
Austria its independence un- 
til a German peace treaty is 
signed. 


New Soviet ptoposais, submitted: 


as the Austrian question came be- 
fore the Big Four foreign minis- 
ters, made it clear that the Aus- 
trian issue is just as dead in the 
Berlin conference as the German 
unification question. 


Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov 


proposed "certain additions ' to the 
Austrian independence t r e a t y 
which has been fought over since 
1946 The major stumbling block 
among his- "certain additions'" was 
this, 


Maintain Troops 


Withdrawal of troops from Aus- 


tria will be postponed "pending the 
conclusion of a peace treaty with 
Germany" in order to "prevent 
any new attempts at a new An- 
schluss" (German-Austrian union). 
This meant the Soviet aimy has 
no intention of quitting Austrian 
soil, thus making a mockery of 
any pact that would be signed ua 
the name of Austrian sovereignty, 


Molotov also demanded that tha 


issue of Trieste be treated along 
with the Austnan question, a prop- 
osition rejected by the West before 
and likely to get the same treat- 
ment now. 


He topped off hit "new" ap- 


proach with a icfusal to accept 
Austria's request for scaling down 
"harsh and inequitable" economic 
concessions to Russia.

Who Can Remember Date of 


Lincoln's Death 


It is now nearly 89 years since they smoked John Wilkes 


Booth out of a barn in Virginia and shot him to death. By 
then, Abe Lincoln had been dead for 10 days and his funeral 
cortege was already Amoving slowly toward Springfield, 111., 
for burial. 
That was the afternoon of April 26,1865. But it is not 


this date that Americans remember. For the traditions of 
freedom and democracy do not mark the moments of treach- 
ery and assassination. 
The name of Abraham Lincoln, as every schoolboy and 


his grandfather knows, is commemorated on February 12, 
his birthday. And the objects once familiar to the gaunt 
and bearded man from Springfield are familiar to his politi- 
cal heirs. Who does not know of the log cabin, the lessons 
copied on a shovel, the name of Ann Rutledge, the Emanci- 
pation Proclamation?

Yet Abe Lincoln was hated in his time. He was threat- 


ened, maligned, ridiculed. His married life was bitter. He 
was assassinated, and vilified even to the third generation. 


But history pours relentlessly through the sieve of time. 


And what remains is the image of a man who held the nation 
together in spite of one of the world's bloodiest wars. Year 
by year his stature grows, towering over the men who would 
hang labels on him or put words into his mouth. 


And in the image we have of Abe Lincoln, we can see 


ourselves. That is why we celebrate Lincoln's birthday and 
forget the date of his death. Because the important thing 
for. America is that he was born and lived and fulfilled his 
mission. 


Berlin Talks Fail to Ease Red 


Grip on East Germany 


The Berlin conference shows that the essence of the 


argument between Russia and the West over Germany has 
not changed. 


With the Eden plan, the West has reasserted its view 


that a unified German government should be established as 
a result of free elections throughout Germany. 


In his response to this plan, Russia's Foreign Minister 


Molotov rejected the idea of initial free elections. As the 
Kremlin has done several times before, he proposed instead 
that the present West and East German governments com- 
bine to fortn an all-German government. An election might 
follow later. 


There is one overriding reason why Russia continuously 


insists upon this arrangement. If a free election were to be 
held before a unified government was set up, then the Com- 
munists would be frozen out of it. And they know it. The 
June 17 East German riots of last year underscored the fact 
that East Germany no less than West Germany is anti-Com- 
munist. 
• 
• • 


But if a government were formed of the existing East- 


West segments, then Communists automatically would find 
a place in the unified organization. They could try to dic- 
tate, or at least to hamstring, arrangements for "free elec- 
tions." Their efforts naturally would be to rig them to pro- 
duce heavy Communist representation. Or, failing that, to 
stall indefinitely on calling an election. 


So let no one misunderstand the Soviet Union's position. 


When the West asks Russia to agree to free elections, it is 
in fact asking Russia to relinquish the control over East Ger- 
many it has exercised since 1945, and to put nothing in its 
place. 


It also is asking the Kremlin to take the obviously great 


• risk that a unified, independent Germany will choose to align 
; itself defensively with the Western powers. There is not the 
slightest chance that Germany would instead decide to orient 
itself toward Communism. The least risk Russia faces is 
that the Germans might choose a kind of weak, tremulous 
neutrality. 
* 
* 
• 


But all signs point against that, evert though Foreign 


Minister Bidault of France took note that the West has no 
guarantee of Germany's military cooperation should it 
achieve unity. So far, the Bonn government, representing 
the most powerful and most populous part of Germany, has 
strongly favored EDC. 


Having determined not to yield its hold in Germany, 


Russia is trapped in inflexible attitudes. Now Molotov has 
promised to reveal a new Russian plan for European secur- 
ity. But it would seem that he can offer nothing new in the 
way of peace and unity because any realistic plan would auto- 
matically destroy its position in Germany. 


Short of war, the only real hope for a change in Russia's 


attitude is perhaps that time and the increasing burdens of 
maintaining a grip on reluctant satellites will one day con- 
vince Moscow that its German ambitions art fruitless 


It will take hard, uncomfortable facts—not the West's 


logical arguments—to get the Russians out of Germany's 
eastern provinces.

hardening of the arteries is a most 
difficult problem, and although 
research workers are constantly 
adding to our knowledge by study- 
ing this condition in human beings, 
in experimental animals, and in 
the laboratory, the cure is not yet 
in sight. 


What happens in hardening of 


the arteries? There is a slow de- 
posit of calcium salts in the walls 
of the arteries which carry blood 
from the heart to all aprts of the 
body. This is often preceded by 
deposits of a fat-related substance 
known as cholesterol. It should be 
emphasized that this it a alow pro- 
cess; there is always more cal- 
cium in the walls of the arteries 
of a person of 40 than in thOM of 
* child. 


In other words, arteriosclerosis 


Is a part of normal aging, but it 
progresses faster in some people 
than in other*, and in some ar- 
teries' than In others. Just why 
this variation In the development 
of hardening of the arteries should 
occur, no one knows. It Is prob- 
able that a family or hereditary 
tendency is one element involved. 
For example, there tre some fam- 
ilies in which most of the mem* 
bers develop artertoecleroeit at

The symptoms from hardening 


of the arteries depend on what ar- 
teries are affected and how badly 


in general are less elastic than 
normal ones, and unable to carry 
as much blood, thus interfering 
with the amount of blood which 
the tiuuses receive. 


MAY CAUSE TISSUE DEATH 
If the arteriea in the legs are 


involved, for example, there may 
be cold feet, bluish spots on the 
legs, or in the most severe cases 
gangrene or death of the tissues 
of a toe or even the entire foot. 
When the blood vessels of the 
heart are involved, there is fre- 
quently pain around that organ 
from climbing stairs or other ex- 
ertion. This Is called angina pec- 
tons. 


Arteriosclerosis is not an easy 


thing to discuss because so little 
is known about its prevention or 
treatment. It is still one of the 
great unsolved problems of med- 
icine which thoVe who have it 
must learn to live with, and on 
which study, effort, and money 
will have to be expended for • 
long time to come.

Haul Heavy 
Loads Now? 
Leake Warns 


Fred Leake jr., Lee county 


superintendent of highways, today 
advised all persons using the coun- 
ty road system to do as much 
hauling, moving, shelling and other 
tasks requiring heavy road use be- 
fore the posting period. 


Leake said that in three or four 


weeks, it may again be necessary 
to post all roads in the county sys- 
tem for the usual 12,000 pounds 
(six ton) limit. 


This limit includes the combined 


weight of the truck and load, 
Leake added, which should not ex- 
ceed six tons. 


"I realized the hardship and in- 


convenience to livestock haulers, 
grain shellers, school bus trans- 
portation, milk trucks, rock and 
limestone haulers and others," 
Leake said. "However, as in the 
past, we cannot grant special per- 
mission to haul any load in excess 
of 12,000 pounds over any county 
road during the posting season." 


The purpose of this action is to 


protect the roads during the time 
the frost is leaving the ground, 
thereby keeping them passable for 
the vehicles within the weight lim- 
it, he added. 


Anyone interested in preserving 


the roads during this time will 
greatly aid the cause by reporting 
(anonymously) any v i o l a t i o n s , 
Leake said. 


Over the years, Lee county roads 


have been posted at various times, 
depending on weather conditions, 
from March 7 through April 20. 
During 1952, the roads were posted 
March 21, and the signs were re- 
moved April 9. During 1953, roads 
were not posted.

posting of county roads may be 
obtained at the office of the coun- 
ty superintendent of highways.

Tells Story 


Parker told how he had picked 


up Corinne Tuesday night at the 
drug store where she worked and 
had driven to a nearby parking lot 
where they "necked." 


He then told how he strangled 


the girl, carried her body to an 
unused arcavvay at the rear of 
the drug store, and covered her 
with her coat. Her body was dis- 
covered Wednesday morning by a 
drug store porter. Parker was ar- 
rested for questioning a few hours 
later. 


"T went home and prayed most 


of the night," the youth said. "I 
cried for a long time." 


Parker, in telling how he pray- 


ed, told the coroner's jury: 


"I've never missed a day of 


prayer since March 30, 1950. I say 
my prayers every night." 


Prayed In Jail 


He said he learned to pray while 


in jail in San Diego, Calif. 


"I got in with a bad bunch of 


guys," he told the jury, "Since 
then I decided I had to say my 
prayers. I knew I couldn't control 
myself. I've been saying prayers 
all the time, every night." 


The jury deliberated 16 minutes 


before it came back with the ver- 
dict that Corinne had died of "as- 
phyxiation and strangulation" at 
the hands of "one Lee Parker."

Nixon Joins Eisenhower 
In Advice to Republicans 
But He Accuses Democrats

WASHINGTON (*— Vice Presi- 


dent Nixon has advised fellow Re- 
publicans to avoid "indiscrimi- 
nate" attacks on the opposition on 
the issue of communism, while 
accusing the Democrats of losing 
at the conference tables victories 
won in war. 


Whether by coincidence or in 


line with President Eisenhower's 
counsel to shun extreme partisan' 
ship, a number of GOP senators 
seemed to take a more moderate 
tone as the Lincoln Day speech- 
making reached its peak volume 
on this anniversary of the Civil 
War President's birth. 


There were still plenty of accu- 


sations that past Democratic ad- 
ministrations had coddled Com- 
munists, or been outsmarted by 
them. 


Nixon himself, in a speech 


Thursday night at New Haven, 
paid tribute to the way in which 
he said Secretary of State Dulles 
"has stood up to the Communists 
at the conference table in Berlin."

Stamp for 
Cigarettes 


CHICAGO <*-A new plan tor 


imprinting the state tax stamp «• 
cigarette package*, on* which 
would put stamp counterfeiters 
"out of business completely," was 
announced Thursday by State Rev» 
enue Director Richard J. Lyons. 


Lyons predicted the new method 


would put the counterfeiters—who 
he said were costing the state 1 
to 3 million dollars annually—"out 
of business completely." He said 
most were put out of business in 
March, 1993, following state police 
raids. 


Lyons explained the new plan 


will use a heat method of applying 
the stamp instead of the present 
meter machine which prints the 
stamp on the bottom of the pack. 


New depots, one in Chicago and 


the other in Peoria, will house a 
new stamping bureau the state 
will organize to affix the stamps, 
he said. 


Lyons said the size type and 


color of the stamp will be changed 
every 30 to 60 days, so that if 
racketeers duplicate a heat meth- 
od machine, they could not keep 
up with the stamp changes. 


Five of the principal cigarette 


manufacturers had refused his re- 
quest to affix the stamps under the 
cellophane wrapper in the facto- 
ries, Lyons said.

New Housing Legislation 
Will Cut Down Payments 


Far-Reaching Legislation 
Being Readied for Congress 


WASHINGTON Wl — Legislation 


was drawn today to reduce the 
down payments and stretch out the 
repayment p e r i o d s of Federal 
H o u s i n g Administration home 
loans. 


Identical bills by Sen. Capehart 


(R-Ind) and Rep. Wolcott 
(R- 


tfich), chairmen of the Senate and 
House Banking- committees, were 
described by the authors as the 
administration measures designed 
.o carry out President Eisenhow- 
er's housing recommendations of 
Jan. 25. 


Would Cut Payments , 


They would cut down payments 


>y varying amounts - for example, 
by J350 on a $10,000 house — and 
ivould reduce monthly payments 
by extending to 30 years, instead 
of the present 20 or 25, the time 


in which a loan must be paid off. 
Also, down payments as low on 
used houses as on new ones would 
be authorized. There is now a dif- 
ferential. 


The legislation also provides: 
1. One and one-half billion dol- 


lars in new FHA mortgage insur- 
ing authority, plus an extra half 
billion if the President asks for it. 


2. A broad program aimed at 


eliminating slums. Capehart said 
in a statement the new program 
would "assist not only the com- 
munities in clearing their slums 
. . . but also prevent their spread 
by rehabilitating and improving 
blighted and deteriorating areas." 


Aid To Communities 


3. A 10 million dollar fund for 


federal advances to local commu- 
nities and states as an aid in blue- 


printing public works projects. 
This program could be expanded 
rapidly, it was explained, if the 
economic situation should demand 
a full-scale public works program. 


4. An increase in the amount of 


insured loans, and longer repay- 
ment periods, for modernization of 
both single and multi-family dwell- 
ings. 


5. Reehartering the Federal Na- 


tional Mortgage Assn. as part of 
the Housing and Home Finance 
Agency. 


Here is a comparison of present 


dowhpayments and those proposed 
as a minimum in the Capehart- 
Wolcott bill, on some classes of 
single-family houses: 


$10,000 house—now $1,250, would 


be $900; $15,000 house—now $3000, 
would be $2,150; $20,000 house — 
now $4,000, would be $3,400. 


Down payments could be set as 


low as 5 per cent on the first $8000 
and 25 per cent from $8,000 to $25,- 
000.

The 
judge said he was walking hia dog 
at the time. 


Kuhter testified he had been

CHICAGO <*) — The State Con- 


servation Department .is being in- 
vestigated by a civil service group 
which charges civil service is be- 
ing supplanted in the department 
with a "political spoils system." 


The Civil 
Service 
Protective 


Assn., a statewide group set up to 
protect civil service employes, an* 
nounced the investigation Thurs- 
day. 


Michael P. Ryan, general coun- 


sel for the group, said "it is quite 
evident that the department has 
little regard for the efficiency or 
status of civil service employes." 


He said he did not want to re- 


lease any of the names of incidents 
involved in the investigation until 
it is completed. 


However, he said, in several 


cases the group found that civil 
serve 
employes 
h a v e 
been 


"pushed from one remote section 
of the state to another to create 
hardships, forcing the employe to 
resign and allowing the depart 
ment to replace him with a pohti 
cal employe." 


Ryan said some of the alleged 


violations were of such a nature 
that state's attorneys in various 
counties may be asked to press 
for criminal prosecution. 


C o n s e r v a t i o n departmen 


officials could not be reached foi 
comment.

WASHINGTON W-Powerful Re- 


publicans are talking of President 
Eisenhower as 
their 
candidate 


again in 1956. 


Sen. McCarthy of- Wisconsin and 


Gov. Dewey of New York v in the 
past few days have expressed be* 
lief Eisenhower will run again. 


He's 63 now. He'll be 66 when 


the 1956 presidential election ar- 
•ives. If he runs and wins he'll be 
?0 when he finally leaves the 
White House since, under the Con- 
stitution, he couldn't have more 
than two terms. 


Eisenhower himself is keeping 


mum about his 1956 intentions. He 
probably doesn't know himself. 


He's still immensely popular, as 


public opinion polls show. But fac- 
ing him are problems big enough 
to make or break him. A bad de- 
pression, for instance, could wreck 
his chances for reelection. 
But 


continued high prosperity would be 
a big boost. 


Eisenhower faces an unknown 


future in foreign affairs. As the 
Republicans never tire of pointing 
out, the shooting war has stopped 
in Korea. 


That has helped keep his popu- 


larity up. But he can't predict 
what would happen if a> shooting 
war broke out somewhere else. 


The Republicans may not find it 


hard to persuade Eisenhower, a 
man with a high sense of public 
service, to run again if things go 
all right. 


He has expressed no delight with 


the chores of the presidency, piled 
on top of him at an age when 
other generals are r^red, but he 
may come to relish them and, like 
others before him, develop an urge 
to stay there.

ham Lincoln once was asked b 
his brother-in-law to drop a hin 
when the war might end so he 
wouldn't be caught short in bus 
iness ppeiations. 


Nothing has turned up to show 


however, that Lincoln acknowl 
edged the letter in any way.

state historian, says the letter wai 
written by Clark Moulton Smith 
leading Springfield merchant o 
that day. 


Married Sinter 


Smith was married to Anna 


Maria Todd. sister of Mary Todd 
Lincoln's wife. 


What Smith had in mind. Prat 


says, was to get advance warning 
of the war's end so he could avoic 
credit and barter transactions and 
sell his goods for cash only. 


The national economy was on 


a full-speed war basis. A Blowup 
and price drops could be expectec 
with the war's end and cancella 
tion of contracts. 


Smith wrote: 
"I do not want to know any

A§k» Letter Burned 


Smith asked that the letter be 


burned. In a postscript, he noted 
that the message would- be de- 
livered by Major Stuart. This was 
John Stuart, Lincoln's first law 
partner and newly elected con-, 
gressman. 


Dr. Pratt says the political and 


personal 
relationships 
between 


Stuart and Lincoln were such that 
Smith must have felt the letter 
would be taken to Lincoln per- 
sonally. 


The letter, from the Robert Todd 


collection made public in 1947, was 
written Feb. 7, 1854. The South 
held together another 14 months 
after the letter was written. 


Smith prospered,, bought a man- 


sion and ended up wjth five stores 
before he died late in the century. 
Pratt says he was worth about 
$125,000, or twice what Lincoln 
was worth. 


REMARKABLE RECORD 


The popular name of "Volunteer 


State" was given to Tennessee be- 
cause of its remarkable record in 
furnishing volunteers in the Mex- 
ican War, according to the Ency- 
clopedia Britannica.
